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U. S. Seizes 
Racketeer Nickel 


THE GLOBE AND MAIL 
By PETER S. FAVRO 


The U.S. Secret Service re- 
cently confiscated an 1888 
“racketeer’’ nickel from a coin 
collector in Iowa and a special 
agent later said that all such 
coins should be delivered to 
the Treasury Department for dis- 
posal. 

While this would seem to be 
a normal process of law, and 
while there have been convic- 
tions under Title 18, Section 331 
of the U.S. code for mutilation, 
diminution and falsification of 
coins regarding these coins, this 
is the first time that a “rack- 
eteer’ nickel has been confis- 
cated from a collector. 

The “racketeer” nickel is a 
Liberty 5-cent piece that was 
issued in 1883 with the word 
cents missing. The coins sub- 
sequently were gold-plated b7 
counterfeiters and passed as $5 
gold pieces which they resem- 
bled. The large V on the reverse 
lent weight to the deception. 

The word cents was added 
under the Roman numeral as 
soon at is was realized that the 
first issue could be so _ easily 
used to defraud. As a result 
there were two distinct types of 
the 1883 Liberty 5-cent piece. 

It is difficult to understand 
why the authorities have order- 
ed the return of racketeer coins 
after 78 years, considering that 
Section 5 of the Gold Reserve 
Act of April, 1933, provided 
that ‘‘No gold shall hereafter be 
coined, and no gold coins shall 
hereafter be paid out or deliv- 
ered by the United States...” 

The United States went off 
the gold standard in 1933 and 
there have been no gold coins in 
circulation since then. Numisma- 
tists and coin collectors gen- 


erally are greatly incensed by 
the confiscation and U.S. nu- 
mismatic_ publications are 


strongly critical of an action 
which they consider unreason- 
able and unwarranted. 

A parallel] situation in Can- 
ada would be for the Govern- 
ment to call in all the playing 
card money issued by the 
French regime because it is 
not legal money. Neither can 
be spent but each is quite valu- 
able numismatically. 

It is hoped that the 
U.S. confiscation order 
reconsidered.

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“Loose Coin Talk”

I have received a number of letters inquiring about the where- 
abouts of Mr. Fred Johnson. I am sorry to say I do not know. I 
suggest to those who sent in the letters that they write to the 
police and postmaster of Mr. Johnson’s city and inform them of 
what has happened. I have never met the man personally, in fact, 
I don’t even know what he looks like. 


I have also received letters which indicated that there is still 
a lot of collectors who are getting stuck with bogus coins. To ans- 
wer these letters as a whole I would advise the following: In most 
cases, the seller of a bogus coin is an innocent dupe. The cause for 
the “Alter” or “Cast” coin to be passed on so successfully lies in 
the lack of knowledge that is so prevalent in our hobby. This last 
statement borne out by the fact that all a person has to do, is either 
join a coin club or any of the regional organizations—and over- 
night they become “‘bonified’’ numismatists. I again repeat, here 
is our true enemy, LACK OF KNOWLEDGE, not the seller, not the 
buyer, nor the actual counterfeiter. I am not condoning the count- 
erfeiter, for heaven knows, he has been with us from the first day 
of coinage and will be with us till times end... . this we must ex- 
pect and accept as an occupational hazard and as such should pre- 
pare ourselves to live with it. This preparedness can only come 
through knowledge .. . . I therefore suggest the following: Every 
coin club throughout the country should have a SECURITY PANEL. 
It would be their function to examine and pass judgement in regards 
to any questionable coin. They could also grade coins if the need 
should arise. At every meeting they could give a brief talk on any 
bogus coin that may be circulating in the area, recent news bits 
pertaining to any exposed frauds, the naming of any dealers who 
have been exposed as bad risks for any reason what so ever. The 
members could relay to this board any dissatisfied transactions that 
they may have been involved in. From this the SECURITY PANEL, 
upon their judgement, could contact the dealer, or person, accused 
and thereby get the other side of the story, and then in turn, relay 
the outcome. The clubs who have this SECURITY PANEL should 
subscribe to all of the journals, with the club paying the bill, thus 
assuring this above group of not missing any items that may be in 
one and not the others. This would indeed be a very small price to 
pay in comparison to what is offered in protection. I WANT TO 
STRESS THE NECESSITY OF THIS ABOVE PANEL... . I have 
seen time and time again where a club member has approached a 
dealer or supposedly authoritive and asked to please give his opinion 
on a possible altered coin or asked if he would grade a coin and re- 
ceive a “NO COMMENT” answer. With an attitude of this nature, 
CAN YOU SEE WHY IT IS EASY TO PASS A BOGUS COIN? 
Who then can a person turn to? ? ? ? ? Now if there was a 
SECURITY PANEL.... 


Thank you for the Lincoln Cent Mr. Francis Kasprowski of St. 
Clairsville, Ohio . . I would call this a joined six and one... The 
one which I mentioned last issue has a dot instead of the last 
digit one. 


I was asked by one writer if I knew of a good way to check a 
“SHELL COIN.” To you readers who may not know what this is 
T’ll explain. An examination of a “SHELL COIN” will reveal noth- 
ing—as it is a masterpiece of mechanical ingenuity—but it is really 
a COIN and a SHELL—the inner coin of one denomination, the 
shell of another denomination. This is a cute trick and when used 
as such involves the showing of a dime only to be placed in the hand 
and when the hand is opened, the dime has changed into a penny. 
In the hands of an unscrupulous person this trick coin becomes a 
two-headed coin, a 1959 obverse Lincoln cent with a 1958 reverse, 
a double tail cent and so on. The best way to check for this is to 
get an ordinary glass tumbler, insert the coin and shake the glass. 
In most cases the coins will come apart. If no glass tumbler is 
available, hold the penny around the edge with your thumb and 
first and second fingers and tap your fingers on a table or your other 
palm—the slight jag makes the inner coin fall out .. . . I would like 
to hear from readers who have any mechanical coins . . . as this 
is a pet hobby of mine .

The Coin and Currency Institute, Inc., of New York and California has been appointed sole national dis- 
tributor of this medal, which commemorates officially the centennial of the Civil War. 


It will be available in both bronze and silver about May 31, 1961. 


The medal which is 242” in size, is being issued under authority of the Civil War Centennial Commission, 
which was created by Act of Congress. The medal will be struck by the Medailic Art Company from designs 
and sculptor’s models that have been approved by the U.S. Government Fine Arts Commission in Washington,

As can be seen from the above illustration, the obverse bears the portraits of General Ulysses S. Grant and 
General Robert E. Lee. The reverse shows the seal of the Civil War Centennial Commission, having as its 
main theme, a Union and Confederate soldier. The medal will be sold in its own specially made container and 
will come with a printed, informative leaflet. 


In addition to the bronze medal, there will be an issue of pure silver medals, which will be limited to 
25,000 serially numbered pieces. The purity of the silver will be greater than .999. 


The official prices of the Civil War Centennial Medal are as follows: 


The Bronze medal $ 4.00 
The pure silver medal 30.00 


(Please note: Because of the limited issue the silver medals are offered subject to being sold out. Those wish- 
ing a silver medal should place their order now. Earlier this year many thousands were disappointed when their 
orders for silver Inaugural medals were placed too late. Because of the overwhelming national interest in the 
Civil War, it is expected that the silver medals will be quickly sold out.) 


The bronze and silver medals will be available about May 31, 1961 at your local coin and stamp dealer, 
department store coin counters, hobby shops etc., or you may write to either our New York or California office.
